Police shoot Jerusalem man dead 
after four-hour roofto

The brothers of a Jerusalem man 
who holed up on the roof of his 
apartment building with an M-16 ri- 
fle for four hours Friday night 
charged yesterday that the police 
shot him dead as he was giving him- 
self up. 

But police said that the man came 
down from the roof pointing his 
loaded gun at a border policeman 
who fired to protect himself. 

The shooting was the 
ending to a four-and-a- hour 
drama that began with an argument 
— neighbours over an NIS-20 


Moti (“Bidi”) Avraham, 34, left 
his home at 21 Rehov Yehuda Han- 
assi in Jerusalem’s Katamonim 
quarters at about 7:30 p.m. Friday 


t. 
ince his divorce six years 
from his wife Ruti, Avraham had 
not been the same, friends said. He 


soeped driving a taxi and got into 
trouble with the law. 

His police record included threats 
against family members and illegal 
use of ἃ firearm, police spokesman 
Rafi Levy said. About a year ago, 
he fired some shots in the apartment 
where he lived with his father. Be- 
cause of that incident, family mem- 
bers said, there was an army order 
barring him from receiving a gun on 
reserve duty. 

Yet Avraham somehow obtained 
an army M-16. In the street Friday 
evening, he ran into his neighbour. 
Shimon Hille!, 50, who was on his 
way to synagogue.

Restraining order could be sought from courts 
Cabinet ‘up in arms’ as 
doctors refuse to budge

The long struggle to end the 
hospital crisis seemed back at 
Square One after state and Kupat 
Holim Clalit hospital doctors on 
Friday evening rejected the gov- 
emment’s scheme to reduce the 
wait for elective surgery and di- 
agnostic Ὁ ures. 

Prime Minister Shamir con- 
ducted talks last night with min- 
isters, doctors and legal experts 
on the measures to be taken fol- 


τα lowing the doctors’ decision. 


The premier’s office said the de- 
cision had put the entire cabinet 
up in arms against the doctors. 
They did not rule out a possible 
cabinet decision to seek court 
restraining orders against the 
doctors. 

The prime minister's office was 
Clearly angered by the doctors’ deci- 
sion. Shamir had gone to great 
lengths to meet the doctors’ de- 
mands, and had even risked a clash 
with Finance Minister Moshe Nis- 
sim over the compromise proposal, 
a spokesman for Shamir said yester- 
day. 
There was great relief at the ΕἸ- 
nance Ministry and deep disappoint- 
ment in the Health Ministry over the 
doctors’ decision. 

Nissim had broadly hinted that he 
would resign or at least wash his 
hands of wage matters in the public 
sector if the plan, approved by a 

inisteria! committee in which his 
was the sole dissenting voice, were 
implemented. 


“It is clear that the doctors want 
wage increments and nothing else. 
Apparently a group of them is bene- 
fiting from thriving private practices 
while the system of public medicine 
is paralyzed,” government officials 
said last night. 

The doctors, during a stormy, 
five-hour meeting on Friday, decid- 
ed to reject the nine-month, second- 
shift plan, because their representa- 
tives had not been consulted during 
its preparation, did not allow for 
changes, and would not include all 
doctors. 


The doctors, saying that the plan 
would not solve the hospital crisis, 
claimed that it was a “transparent 
attempt to establish peace aad quiet 
in the hospitals until after the elec- 
tions, which would be followed by 
more chaos and uncertainty.” 

The union heads decided to an- 
nounce their rejection of the plan 
immediately, and not wait until after 
today's cabinet meeting, so as “not 
to cause the resignation of Minister 
Nissim, which we don’t want, and so 
as not to be blamed for his resigna- 
tion if he does decide to leave." 

Doctors will continue their sanc- 
tions today at government hospitals. 
Outpatient clinics wil! be closed and 
only emergency surgery will be per- 
formed. The doctors are to meet this 
afternoon to decide on further ac- 
tion in the light of the results of 
today's cabinet session. 

The doctors have been carrying 
out sanctions for the last seven 
months, demanding that the accord 
signed by Kupat Holim manage- 
ment with its doctors in November, 
and never implemented because of a 
Treasury veto, be implemented in 


both state and Kupat Holim hospi- 
tals. 


Nissim accepted the second-shift 
scheme hammered out by a commit- 
tee of ministers and government and 
Histadrut officials, except for one 
component that, he claimed, would 
invite similar demands from other 
public-sector unions and “be the 
downfall of the economy.” He op- 
posed the 5 per cent payment for 
doctors working ἃ second shift that 
would go towards their pension 
plans. 

The plan. strongly endorsed by 
Health Minister Shoshana Arbeli- 
Almoslino, would pave the way for 
15,000 major operations, 7,500 mi- 
nor operations and diagnostic pro- 
cedures, and 45,000 outpatient con- 
sultations to be performed during a 
nine-month period. It would have 
been paid for in equal parts by the 
Treasury and by a hike in health 
fund membership dues. 


The Health Ministry spokesman 
expressed deep disappointment and 
criticized the doctors for having 
“gone too far and shot down ἃ good 
solution.” 


Meanwhile, aurses at Sheba Hos- 
pital at Te} Hashomer, Beilinson in 
Petah Tikva and Assaf Harofe in 
Tzrifin last night said they were join- 
ing the hunger strike begun by four 
of their colleagues four days ago. 
The nurses, who are sitting under 
netting opposite the Prime Minis- 
ter’s Office in Jerusalem, are press- 
ing for more positions for nurses in 
the hospitals, as well as official stan- 
dards setting out exactly their re- 
sponsibilities and how much work 
they must do.

Cairo πρὶ hal praise

CAIRO (Reuter) -- A lawyer de- 
fending alleged members tng τὰ 
derground group responsible 
killing Israelis in Cairo told a court 
here yesterday that the accused 
were heroes. Another lawyer de- 
scribed the killing of the Israelis as 
legal because Israel was a hostile 
state, while the alleged mastermind 
of the group told journalists he was 
proud of what he had done. 
“These men are heroes. They are 
the sons of Egypt,” said lawyer Ah- 
med pear ite Nad have raised 
inst eli agents, against 
those who attack the Arabs, in order 
to defend our dignity and honour.” 
The 11 detained are among 20 
accused of being members of 
Egypt's Revolution Organization, 
which claimed responsibility for 
wounding ao Israeli diplomat in 
1984, killing another in 1985 and 
killing a female employee of the 
Cairo Embassy in March 1986. 
Members of the group also shot and 
wounded two U.S. Embassy securi- 
ty officers in May last year. 

Seven of the 20 face prison sen- 
tences and were released on bail last 
month. Two others are being tried 
in absentia, including the son of Ga- 
mal Abdel Nasser, who is now living 
in exile in Yugoslavia. Prosecutors 
have demanded the death penalty 
for Nasser and 10 other accused. 
The trial is expected to start in Octo- 
ber.

Britain’s Mellor 


compares Israel

“The Israelis at present are pursu- 
ing a policy similar to that of South 
Africa in regard to black people,” 
Mellor said. “Day after day Mr. 
Shamir’s government ig becoming 
like that of South Africa because in 
both countries some people have 
rights and others have none.” 

Avi Pazner, the Prime Minister's 
media adviser, responsed sharply 
yesterday to Mellor’s attack. “We 
feel nothing but disdain for the man 
and his statement. He: already 
proved his worth and his value dur- 
ing bis visit here earlier this year. 

er his performance here nothing 
can surprise us about Mellor, and 
his opinions are completely 
insignificant.” 
Sources in the Foreign Mimistry ex- 
pressed anger at Mellor’s interview, 
and said that this was not the first 
time that the the British minister 
had issued “impulsive” statements, 
“some of which had clearly embar- 
rassed his own government." Mellor 
elicited a harsh public response in 
January when he publicly upbraided 
an IDF officer at the Jabaliya refu- 
gee camp in Gaza and said that 
“conditions here are. I think, an 
affront to civilized values. It’s ap- 
palling that 2 few miles up the coast 
{in Israel proper) there is prosperity 
and here there is misery op a scale 
that rivals anything anywhere in the 
world.” 

The Foreign Ministry then termed 
the criticism “unusual and unaccept- 
able.” Ministry officials said yester- 
day that Mellor’s behaviour was 
“eccentric” and that he was not 
worth a public row with Britain.

The hi: stan- 
dards in the world today are in 
Northern Europe. But according to 
Ephraim Weintraub, the national 
secretary of ETAI, the English sec- 
ondary school syllabus here and par- 
ticularly the bagrut matriculation 
exam ranks just below those coun- 
ties. 

Unlike in most other countries. 
English is taught here in almost ev- 
ery high school and at almost every 
level. This means that the weak or 
disadvantaged pupils who would 
never learn a foreign language in 
France or Germany are obliged to 
learn English in Israel. 

Whether this is a good thing is 
debatable. Many educators think 
that pupils who do the final certifi- 
cate (gemer) in English instead of 
the bagrut might be better off im- 
proving their Hebrew or Arabic. 
But Weintraub thinks that even for 
the weakest pupils who learn what is 
called “survival English” there is a 
real educational value. 

This is because English is taught 
in Israel primarily as a means of 
communication with the outside 
world. However weak a pupil may 
be. English is likely to stretch his 
world. The vast majority of pupils 
who do the oral bagrut are stretched 
much further because they must do 
an exam in which they have to func-

The Paris communique said a formal request for 
information had been made, adding that France wanted 
clarification of the contradictory information released 
by Athens on those responsible for the attack. A spoke- 
man at the French Embassy said the name of the dead 
Freachman was Laurent and not Roland Vigneron, as 
given in the official Greek statement on Friday. 

French Ambassador Francois Plaisant went to the 
Athens Foreign Ministry to seek evidence from officials 
to support the Greek government's assertion that Vig- 
neron, who died in hospital after the attack, was ἃ 
member of the terror team.

Twenty die in 
rebel missile 
attack on Kabul 


MOSCOW(Reuter) — Rebels fired 
more than 20 missiles at the Afghan 
capital Kabul on Friday, killing 20 
people and wounding 34, the Soviet 
news agency Tass said. 

The brief one-sentence report 
gave no other details of the attack. 

The attack followed recent re- 
ports by official Soviet and Afghan 
sources of increased guerrilla war- 
fare in eastern areas of Afghanistan, 
near Kabul and around the southern 
city of Kandahar.

INTIFADA or no intifada, what is euphemisti- 
cally called the “peace process”, namely, diplo- 
macy aimed to change the status quo, is now in 
quarantine. Its place has been taken by another 
process, the democratic process of renewing 
political authority, which now occupies Israel 
and the U.S.

“MY MOTHER took me to a build- 
ing in Prague to have phot hs 
taken. It was early sping. 1050, I 
was less than nine years old, with a 
large white ribbon in my hair. There 
was a man with papers. She gave 
him the photographs. My mother 
told πιὸ this man was very kind, the 
best of men. He would take me to 
another country. I must do every- 
thing he said and she and daddy and 
my little sister would eventually 
come. 

“That was Mr. Chadwick. I was 
quite happy about this. { remember 
a room, somewhere in Prague, with 
other children.

Born April 22, 1907, in Godalm- 
ing, Surrey, the third child and sec- 
ond son among three boys and ἃ 
girl, Trevor McKenzie Chadwick 
was both the blue-eyed boy and 
biack sheep of a family described by 
one of its younger members as 
“goodly and godly, full of honest 
Christian decency, tweedy, conser- 
vative, Victorian yet all-embrac- 
ing.”

LATE IN 1938..when the Nazis had 
invaded the Sudetenland and anti- 
Nazi Sudeten Germans and Jews 
were pouring into Prague, Chad- 
wick and the master, Geof- 
frey Pehips, fiew there to find two 
refugee boys Forres had offered to 
take.

We so often saw halls full of con- 
fused refugees and batches of lost 
children, mostly Jewish, and we saw 
only the fringe of it all.” 

Doreen Warriner, who went to 
Prague in October 1938 with noth- 
ing “except a desperate wish to do 
something,” found a job represent- 
ing the British Committee for Refu- 
gees from Czechoslovakia, which it- 
self represented the Labour Party, 
the News Chronicle Fund and the 
Society of Friends. Her main task 
was to get out the hundreds of anti- 
Nazi Sudeten “politicals” high on 
Hitler’s wanted list, before he invad- 
ed Prague. To get the children out, 
she needed help. Martin Blake and 
his friend Nicholas Winton, a Lon- 
don stockbroker, joined her in

Chadwick also felt the call. He 
went to Friends House and the 
World Movement for the Care of 
Children from Germany.

“When the refugee children came to 
live with us,” says Trevor Chad- 
wick's elder son Charles, ‘I remem- 
ber my brother William and I being 
very ap ar passing little messages 
under the bathroom door saying we 
were friendly.” 

“Trevor was good with children — 
he really liked them. None of that 
awful crap of talking down,” says his 
niece Jenny Koralek. ‘He was one 
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of those enchanting men, but no 
saint.” 


GERDA STEIN, 11, (now the poet 
Gerda Mayer) who had fled with her 
family from the Sudetenland to 
Prague, was one of the “Chadwick” 
children. “My father and I entered 
the Alcron Hotel in Prague -- my 
father in his tidy little suit for such a 
grand hotel. I saw this very tall 
blond man coming down the stairs. 
We were astonished ~ he was wear- 
ing a fisherman's jersey.” 

Gerda flew out of Prague the day 
before Hitler marched in. 

Her father wrote in his diary: “On 
March 14, 1939, my Gerda flew by 
plane to England. Mr. Chadwick, 
who took 20 children along with 
him, is taking my Gerti to his family. 
God bless him, and them.” In a 
letter to her he wrote on the same 
day: “It's now up to you to take on 
as much as possible of the good 
manners of the English and to be- 
come a sturdy English girl. That 
needn't stop you from being cheer- 
ful and happy. Never forget to brush 
your teeth.” Her mother wrote: 
“Control yourself in every respect. 
Please. Eat everything put before 
you. Do what is right in every way, 
Gerti -- for your own sake, for our 
sake, for the sake of all Jews.” 

Gerda’s father died in a Russian 
concentration camp. Her cousins, 
Susi, nine, and Hans Kraus, 11, and 
her mother died in Auschwitz. 

Doreen Warriner was also keep- 

ing a diary. 
March 30, 1939: ““... Trevor 
Chadwick and 1 spent a happy hour 
packing food for 70, and carried it to 
the Wilson station. 

“On the platform that night there 
were very few people, and no po- 
lice. At last ali the refugees were 
sitting on the train which was due to 
start in a minute or two. Chadwick 
and I decided to leave. The ticket 
collector would not let us out — 
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‘Trestle, 7 Bird watcher. 9 Turn to 
atone, 13 Disappear, 16 Airline. 17 
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Rosiv. 


“Rozkaz,” he said, “an order.” 
Suddenly a gang of big men pushed 
their way through the barrier... 
Dead silence... A woman drifted up 
to me and whispered, “They have 
taken Wanda Bauerfeind off the 
transport.” ... Another woman came 
up. “They have taken my husband. 
Please help him.” ... He sat on a 
bench, quite cocksure, and offered 
them a cigarette. His captors said 
one word and he crumpled up: his 
whole face seemed to give way, and 
his jaw sagged... 

“Secret State Police’: he asked 
for my passport... They then made a 
systematic search, running madly up 
and down the platform... On that 
night at the Wilson station the tech- 
nique was displayed. There is no 
question of justice or mercy. They 
may not have come to find a definite 
person, did not perhaps seek to ar- 
rest the ones they did arrest. They 
came to terrorize, to reduce every- 
one to a state of helplessness and 
fear. There is no system, only 2 boil- 
ing cauldron into which every now 
and again a certain quantity of 
bones and blood must be thrown: it 
doesn’t matter whose, but it does 
matter that those who are still free 
should see and tremble... All the 
dramatic effects were deliberate... 
because behind the theatricality 
there is the reality. the concentra- 
tion camps are filling, people do not 
return... : 

“Childrea who were left alone, 
because their mothers had been ar- 
rested, I turned over to Chadwick to 
put on his big transports of Jewish 
children which he was now sending 
off to d across the Reich; a 
great mercy that be and Nicky Win- 
fon had been able to get these 

From December 1938 to the last 
day in June 1939, Chadwick in 
Prague aod Winton in London 
transported 664 refugee children 
from Prague to England. Chadwick 
wrote: “I can't say how many chil- 
dren were on my books but it must 
have been in the thousands. Nor can 
I say how many I got away, but it 
was only hundreds, alas... I shall 
always have a sense of shame that I 
didn’t get more out.” 

When the war broke out, the 
Movement had rescued from Eu- 
rope 9,354 children, 7,482 of them 
Je-vish. 

The children who had no relations 
in Britain were given out almost 
haphazardly to well-wishers, who 
paid £50 deposit and guaranteed 
their maintenance to 18. Rachel Mc- 
Cormick's family got Margit 
Friedmann. 

“I went with my aunt to Liverpool 
Street Station on April 29, 1939. We 
qualified for one girl, and we chose 
one at random. I wrote in my diary: 
‘Chose a little refugee for Benenden 
at Liverpool Street Station. Gave 
her an ice cream while we had a 
snack. Surprisingly calm and talk- 
ative (in German)." ἡ 


MARGIT remembers arriving in 
Benenden. “I was whisked off to a 
beautiful village and placed with a 
foster mother, Mrs. Lang. I behaved 
like a total lunatic. I couldn't speak 
English -- I demanded Chadwick. J 
was desperate; nobody understood. 


If I couldn't find him my parents 
would never find me. Mrs. Lang 
couldn't understand. 

“That night when she put me to 
bed I tried to say “Please don’t leave 
me alone,” but I didn't know the 
words. I put my arms round her 
neck, and she pulled them away. If 
she had hugged my I would have 
opened to her like a flower.” 

As she passed a classroom one 
day, she heard the song Chadwick 
had taught her in Prague. “I rushed 
in shouting ‘Chadwick, Chadwick!’ 
He wasn't there and nobody knew 
him. Later I found Baa-Baa Black 
Sheep was a nursery rhyme anyone 
could sing. 

“Everywhere I went I looked for 
clues. I found a card of damming wool 
with the name Chadwick. I showed 
it to people but they had never 
heard of him. 

“After the war I waited for some- 
one to come — my mother, Chad- 
wick. But nobody came, nobody.” 
At 14 Margit ran away from Benen- 
den, returning for the first time 49 
years later, last Easter. “I don't feel 
bitterness or anger. 'm immensely 
grateful. I feel pain about certain 
things, but I don’t think life gave me 
a raw deal. Saying ‘thank you" to 
Trevor Chadwick is not enough. He 
gave me life.” 

By the end of June 1939, Chad- 
wick knew the Gestapo were on to 
his and Warriner’s work with the 
“politicals.”” Fearing it would jeop- 
ardize the children's transports they 
asked London to replace them. 

His wife Marjorie says: “He 
joined something to do with boats as 
a volunteer, on coastal patrol. He 
wore serge trousers and jacket -- 
navy blue.” 

Her vagueness about Trevor's ex- 
ploits is typical of his friends and 
family. Some of Chadwick's rela- 
tives were given to understand he 
served in the Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve’s motor torpedo boats and 


was torpedoed, but there is no re- 


cord of his being in any RNVR sec- 
tion, let alone torpedoed. 

John Chadwick, his cousin and a 
close friend from his Oxford days, 
who remembers Trevor as “a mar- 
vellous teacher and a marvellous 
man,” says, “He had a real guilt 
complex about his own family. He 
foved them but he felt he'd let ev- 
eryone down. He was so ill.” 

Chadwick did not see his sons for 
10 years. Both sons now live in Can- 
ada. Charles is the British Council 
representative in Ottawa. William is 
head of drama at Waterloo Univer- 
sity. “I remember up to the age of 
nine he was a very good father,” 
says Charles. “But he was very, very 
cruel to my mother. He made her 
very unhappy, and that’s putting it 
mildly. He used to go off on pub 
crawls that lasted several days.” 

Chadwick joined the RAF Volun- 
teer Reserve in October 1940 as a 
pilot officer, Administration 
Branch. In 1941 he was court-mar- 
tialled for failing to report for duty, 
but he suffered only loss of 
seniority. 

Audrey Chadwick (Vivien's wife) 
says: “He could get away with mur- 
der. He must have been very useful 
to them, dealing with the effects of 
killed airmen, writing letters of sym- 
pathy. He was very, very good at 
that.” In 1942 he was promoted to 
flying officer. 

Bobby Brown tells how he was in 
the Fleet Air Arm, crashed his sea- 
plane in North Africa and was inva- 
lided out with head injuries. Chad- 
wick's RAF record states that he 
was an RAF regimental officer in- 
jured in an overturned car on Febru- 
ary 25, 1943, while serving in Africa 
with 2771 Squadron and taken to 
Field Hospital 6, believed to be suf- 


fering from mental breakdown. In 
April, he relinquished his commis- 
sion as acting flight tieutenent, Regi- 
menta! Branch, due to ill-health. 
Chadwick decided to run a pub, 
and found one — in the Forest of 
Dean, says Audrey — but it didn't go 
very well, partly because he was ill. 


IN 1951, desperately ill with tuber- 
culosis and given a year to live, 
Chadwick went to an Oslo sanatori- 
um. He stayed in Oslo 25 years. 

He met Sigi, his third wife, born 
in Frankfurt, when he was 51 and 
she 23. “It was on the steps of St. 
Edmund's in Oslo. He said: ‘Will 
you join the choir?’ When I said yes 
at once he nearly fell backwards.” 

Chadwick joined a small group 
struggling to publish works in En- 
glish in the basement of the universi- 
ty. This, says Sigi, became the Oslo 
University Press. 

“He often wondered “What hap- 
pened to all my little ones?" ” 

Only one “little one,” Gerda 
Mayer, wrote to him as an adult, 
and she received no reply. He tried 
to answer, but in his last years his 
writing was so bad that his wife said 
he'd have to write it again. He never 
did. 

In 1975, he returned with Sigi to 
Southampton. A stroke and a long 
spell in hospital caused a sore on his 
heel which turned gangrenous, and 
his leg ws amputated above the 
knee. He still went out in a boat off 
Spithead for the review of the Fleet 
in June 1977. 

Chadwick died on December 23, 
1979, in the same year as Doreen 
Warriner. 

The child who longed to find 
Chadwick, Margit Fazakerley, re- 
turned from Africa and went to live 
in the Southampton, only 15 min- 
utes’ drive from Sigi Chadwick's 
house. They met last spring, after 
Margit saw an article about Nicholas 
Winton. She wrote to him and was 
put in touch with Peter Chadwick. 

Margit and Sigi will visit Prague 
together this year. 

Three weeks ago, Margit received 
a letter from the Council of Jewish 
Religious Committee’s missing per- 
sons register in Prague. “Fried- 
mann, Helen, 24.10.1904. Last 
place of residence, Revolutionary 
28 Prague 2. Went April 28, 1942 
with transpsort AO 457 to Terezin 
and April 30, 1942 with transport 
AS 454 to Zamosc. 

“Friedmannova, Greta, 
13.1.1935. Went April 28, 1942, 
with transport AO 457 to Terezin 
and April 30, 1942, with transport 
AS 453 to Zamosc.” 

The camp at Terezin, Czechoslo- 
vakia, is 300 miles from Zamosc, 
Poland, where there were two 
camps divided by a small strip of no- 
man’s-land — Belzac (only two survi- 
vors) and Majdanek (a handful). 

Margit does not know in which of 
these two camps her mother and 
sister died — “They didn't die, they 
were killed,” — but it is clear from 
the transport numbers that her six- 
year-old sister made that last jour- 
ney separated from her mother. 

“I’m ashamed of my cowardice in 
not wanting to know what happened 
to them. I have always been too 
terrified, thinking they might have 
been experimented on. I could 
scream when I think of those days in 
April 1942 when they were trans- 
ported — I was probably playing. 

“I sit here today in Trevor Chad- 
wick’s house with his wife, I drink 
tea. I cry but 1 am not sad. I feel 
such relief. 

“I shall go to Zamose. I can’t say 
of the place where my family were 
murdered: ‘It’s too painful for me to 
even look.’ ”

GPs should wield scalpel 


THE AVERAGE family doctor 
spends most of his time diagnosing 
minor illnesses, banding out pre- 
scriptions, providing sick notes and 
referring patients with serious prob- 
lems to specialists. Family medicine 
specialists suggest that they could 
also perform minor surgery sucess- 
fully in their clinics, thereby saving 
the patient's time and the bealth 
system's money. 

Writing in the latest issue of Hare- 
fuah, the journal of the Israel Medi- 
cal Association, doctors from 
Ha’Emek Hospital in Afula and the 
Family Medicine Institute of Ben- 
Gurion University describe a 22- 
month experiment by two family 
physicians. 

The doctors received 3,271 pa- 
tients in their two separate clinics 
during that period. After undergo- 
ing special training and refresher 
courses, they performed minor elec- 
tive surgery on 28, minor emergency 
surgery on 72. Even though the doc- 
tor worked alone and without the 
sterile environment of an oper- 
ating room, there were infections in

only three cases which were subse- 
quently successfully treated with 
antibiotics. 

Every medical textbook lists small 
operations that family doctors are 
supposed to do, from stitching small 
wounds and tymg internal hemorr- 
hoids to removing fatty skin 
growths and polyps. With extra 
training, they can even perform a 
breast biopsy or hemorrhoid remav- 
ly done by the general practitioner, 
who prefers to refer them to the 


central health fund clinic or a hospi- 
1815 outpatient clinic. 
HORSETAIL, a plant that grows in 
Switzerland, helps bone fractures to- 
heal with remarkable speed, claims 
a Belgian company. Produced in the 
form of a pill, which contains other 
ingredients, it is now being imported 
to Israel by the Dieteti-col company 
in Haifa and sold under the name 
“Capsi." It is sold here, in the U.S. 
and Europe, not as a drug but as 2 
“food supplement.” 

The pill underwent clinical trials 
at the Nato hospital in Alsenbora 
where Dr. Veronique Mabille, who 
carried out the research, says that 67 
fracture patients’ X-rays showed no- 
ticeable and quick healing. Capsi 
was tested further, with similar 
results. 

In one case described by doctors, 
a 43-year-old man broke the upper 
part of his leg near the hip. He took 
two pills three times a day for five 
weeks and the bone stitched togeth- 
er “remarkably.” showing the same 
progress shown after six months of 
normal treatment.

Slight rise 


boosts currency market confidence

WASHINGTON ~ The U.S. trade 
deficit rose slightly in May to $10.9 
billion, but the imbalance was still 
the second smallest in almost three 
years, the government said Friday. 

The good news sent the dollar 
soaring on foreign currency mar- 
kets. (See story below.) 

The Commerce Department re- 
ported that the sap between imports 
and what the United States sells 
overseas widened by 5627 million 
from a revised April imbalance of 
$10.3b. 

The revised April trade deficit 
was the best showing since a deficit 
of $9.9b. dollars in August 1985, 
and the new figure for May was the 
second best performance since that 
time. 

White House spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater said the report “repre- 
sents good news in the continuing 
trend of reducing the international 
trade deficit.” 

“There is less deterioriation there 
than the markets had expected, so 
the market reaction should be fa- 
vourable,” Fitzwater said. 

Jay Goldinger, an analyst with 
Capital Insight, a Los Angeles in- 
vestment firm, said the slight widen- 
ing in the deficit for May had been 


expected because the April number 
was held back by an unusually low 
im figure. 

He predicted the trade deficit 
would move into single digits in 
coming months as America’s trade 
problem continues to show im- 
provement after seven consecutive 
years of steady deterioration. 

“After the last few months of vol- 
atile movements, it was nice to see 
only a small change,” he said. “We 
should have smooth sailing for the 
rest of the year.” ἣ 

Imports did rise in May compared 
to April, climbing 3.4% to $37.6b. 
But this increase was offset by a 
2.3% increase in U.S. exports, 
which rose to $26.6b.. very close to 
the record level for exports set in 
March. 

Analysts said the May trade figure 
was welcome news, proving that 
sharp drops in the deficit in March 
and April were not flukes. 

The figures were also good news 
for President Ronald Reagan's ad- 
ministration, which is counting on 
strong export growth to propel the 
economy in this presidential elec- 
tion year. 

By county, the biggest deficit, as 
usual, was with Japan, with an im- 
balance of $4.1b., down slightly 
from the April imbalance of $4.4b. 


‘or the first five months of the 
year, the U.S. trade deficit, after 
adjusting for normal seasonal varia- 
tions, has been running at an annual 
tate of $140.7b., down substantially 
from the record deficit of $170.3b. 
Tun up last year. 

The improvement has come from 
a boom im export sales, which for 
the first five months of this year are 
running a remarkable 30.4% above 
the same period in 1987. 

Imports were also up by 11.4% 
during the same period, reflecting in 
part price increases caused by the 
decline in the value of the dollar 
over the past three years.

War takes its toll on Iranian industry

NAZAR ABAD, Iran -- Smog from the Iranian capital 
100 kilometres away hangs over the valley as Moham- 
mad Ibrahim Talebeh proudly surveys his farm and its 


produce. 


Despite the war with Iraq and its impact on Iran's 
economy, growing food has provided the wizened 56- 
ily of eight 2 good living. “I 
have just finished most of my house, my sons and-. 
daughter help me, and my life has improved,” he said, 
sweeping his hand to indicate his five-hectare plot. 

Talebeh is one of millions of Iranians who have 
moved closer to the capital in recent years and Nazar 
Abad, which means “see what we have achieved,” is on 
the outer belt of a string of growing towns and villages to 
the west of Tehran. But neighbour Reza Nochbeh Zaim. 
who with his father farms 17 hectares of wheat and oats 
for livestock feed, is feeling the pinch of the war-drained 


year-old Talebeh and his 


economy. 


Despite Iran's oil income, estimated by diplomats at 
$9.6 billion for this year, eight years of war against Iraq 
has seen an increasing squeeze on spare parts for ma- 
chinery. “We have noticed especially in recent months 
that it ts very bard to get parts for the tractor and other 
machinery,” said Zaim. His American-built tractor is 
five years old but kept in mint condition. 

Of Iran’s 17.5 million hectares of arable land, the 
irrigated third provides some 75% of the food for the 


country’s 50 million people. 


Economic experts and diplomats monitoring the 
economy say there is no danger of acute food shortages, 
although Iran has to import large quantities of wheat 
and meat, sold partly under a coupon system of subsi-

Joyner-Kersee, who was 222 
points ahead of her world record

She began the long jump competi- 
tion with a foul, then leaped 6.9 
metres. But upon landing, she acci- 
dentally spiked herself on the right 
thumb. 


After being treated by two train- 
ers, Joyner-Kersee shook off the 
pain and improved to 7 metres on 
her final long jump attempt, giving 
her a five-event total of 5,539 
points. 

The irrepressible Joyner-Kersee 
still had two events remaining — the 
javelin throw and the 800 metres -- 
in her quest to break the world re- 
cord of 7,158 points she set during 
the 1986 U.S. Olympic Festival. 

On Friday Joyner-Kersee accu- 
mulated 4,367 points in four events, 
topping one world heptathlon and 
three American records in the pro- 
cess. Her worid record is 7,185, 
which she set at the 1986 U.S. 
Olympic Festival.

Nablus rioting 
as curfew ends

Troops shot and wounded three 
men in Nablus yesterday during a 
clash with rioters who took to the 
streets hours after a curfew was lift- 
ed, military sources said. 

Tn response to mounting unrest in 
West Bank schools, the Civil Ad- 
ministration said it would end the 
academic year on Thursday, about a 
month earlier than planned. 

Three persons were wounded by 
the gunfire, one seriously in the ab- 
domen, and two in the legs. 
The Civil Administration an- 
nounced it would end the school 
year on July 21, and that year-end 
exams had begun yesterday for the 
300,000 students at 1,120 West Bank 
schools. The school year had origi- 
nally been extended watil mid-Au- 
gust to make up for a four-month 
closure ordered by the military 
government. 

Sources in Tulkarm said Israeli 
motorists entered the town at about 
midnight Friday and fired in the air, 
provoking stone-throwing and dem- 
onstrations. 

Protests were reported earlier Fri- 
day and yesterday in the town, in 
the Tulkanm and Nur Shams refugee 
camps, aod in neighbouring 
Shweika. A 16 year-old was wound- 
ed in the eye by a rubber bullet, and 
other protesters were overcome by 


tear gas, according to local sources. 

Motorists from Tulkarm reported 
that their car windows had been 
smashed and their vehicles dented 
by a group of Israelis who hurled 
rocks at Arab traffic near Rosh 
Ha‘ayin, adjacent to the Green 
Line. 

Ὁ A curfew was clamped yesterday 
on the Jelazoun refugee camp near 
Ramallah after clashes between 
troops and protesters. Palestinian 
sources said a boy was beaten and a 
woman injured by rubber bullets. 

Palestinian sources said phone 
lines to Beit Sahur and Anabta, 
both under curfew, bad been cut off. 

Stone-throwing incidents were 
also reported in Ramallah, Jenin 
and the Dehaishe refugee camp. 

Andy Court adds: 

IDF soldiers arrested two Arabs 
suspected of throwing a petrol bomb 
on Jerusalem's Gilo-Patt Road, 
near Beit Safafa, on Friday night. 
The petro! bomb ignited, but caused 
no injuries or damage. The soldiers, 
who happened to be in the area, 
chased the suspects immediately af- 
ter the event. 

Palestinians stoned several cars 
and one police van in East Jerusa- 
lem yesterday, the police spokes- 
man said. A few windows were shat- 
tered, but no one was injured. 
Seven suspects were arrested in the 
course of the day.

choll reports that although the ex- 
pected widespread outbreak of anti- 
Semitism has not materialized, life 
for Jews in Iran is nevertheless 
uncomfortable.

One businessman 
said, “We have no future here, we 
must go abroad to live.” 

Restrictions placed on Jews get- 
ting passports has effectively 
stopped them travelling legitimate- 
ly. Other people wait two to three 
months for a passport; Jews wait 
between two and three years and 
not all the members of a family can 
get passports. If a wife uses her pass- 
port and doesn’t return, then her 
husband is refused one. 

Boys and young men have to slip 


across the border in order to avoid 
military service. “Those over 18 
avoid walking in‘public as much as 
possible,” said O’Drischoll. And 
since men of age to marry cannot do 
so unless they have an army dis- 
charge form, there are few Jewish 
marriages today. 

O'Drischoll described two routes 
for escape. For five million rials 
(£3,350), someone can be smuggled 
through the mountain passes into 
Turkey suspended under a sheep or 

τ, It is cheaper and safer to go via 
akistan over a less well-guarded 
route where the local Baluch tribes- 
men charge between £600 and £880 
per person. 

The Jewish primary school has 
been taken over by the Ministry of 
Education and Jewish children are 
now compelled to chant “Death to 
Israel” every morning and attend 
classes on Shabbat. 

Those who are leaving now, said 
O'Drischoll, are the hardline [rani- 
an Jews who, having held on since 
1979, now believe that they are be- 
ing pushed out by the Iranian gov- 
emment. Those members of the 
community who remain see them- 
selves as hostages trapped by their 
religion and by their perceived asso- 
ciation with Israel]. “Now, silently, 
they are leaving -- first sending out 
wife and children, then waiting to go 
on a business trip - from which they 
will not return.”

According to the police, a patholog- 
ical examination determined that 
Avraham had been killed by a single 
shot in the chest. 

“He showed no signs of wanting 
ta end this incident.” police spokes- 
man Levy said. “Had he wanted to 
give himself up, he would have 
come down without the gun.” 

The Border Policemen hidden 
nearby heard Avraham yell, just be- 
fore he jumped, “Whoever gets in 
my way will be wiped out,” accord- 
ing to Levy. They then saw his gun 
pointed in their direction and fired 
to protect themselves, he said. 

“Are we supposed to wait until a 
policeman is killed?” he asked. 

Police had trouble controlling the 
crowd that gathered before the 
house immediately after the shoot- 
ing. An angry family member 
charged at a television crew that had 
Started filming. smashing their 
floodlight. 

Police spokesman Levy, who 
sought to restrain the man, was in- 
jured in the ribs. Reporter Ron 
Levy was arrested by a Border Po- 
liceman for reasons that remained 
unclear last night, but was later 
teleased.

China opening 
borders to 
Israeli tourists

China has apparently changed its 
policy towards Israeli tourists and 
will henceforth allow organized Is- 
raeli groups to visit there, informed 
sources in Jerusalem said last night. 

A diplomatic report to the For- 
eign Ministry from Hong Kong stat- 
ed that China will no longer adhere 
to its previous practice of allowing 
Israeli tourists to enter only as part 
of groups from other countries, and 
in fixed quotas. The report said that 
the Chinese authorities would soon 
allow purely Israeli tourist groups, 
with Israeli guides, to visit that 
country. ὴ 

But some Foreign Ministry 
sources a4 Heres scepticism about 
the report last sight, saying that Is- 
raeli travel agencies have not yet 
received any sign of the reported 
change. The sources also said that 
China is unlikely to make any ges- 
tures towards Israel at this time, be- 
cause of the expected backlash from 
Arab countries. 


Congressmen want 
China warned 
on arms sales 


BELING (Reuter) -- Secretary of 
State George Shultz, in China to 
begin talks with Chinese leader 
Deng Xiaoping, was urged in a let- 
ter signed Thursday by 111 U.S. 
congressmen to warn China that its 
“indiscriminate” arms sales in the 
Middle East could threaten U.S.- 
Chinese technological and military 
cooperation. The letter, reinforcing 
the administration’s concer over 
Chinese missile sales, cited reports 
that China might be considering the 
sale of ballistic missiles to Syria after 
no sales to Iran and Saudi Ara- 
ia. 

“We therefore believe it is neces- 
sary to inform China that future 
U.S. cooperation in technological 
and military matters will be jeopar- 
dized unless this indiscriminate arms 
sales policy comes to a halt,” the 
letter said. 

Aides to the originators of the 
letter, Democrats Mel Levine of 
California and Robert Torricelli of 
New Jersey, said it was being cabled 
from the State Department to Shultz 
in Peking where he was discussing 
the spread of missiles with Chinese 
leaders.
